13th last, amount claimed $15,866.51. 


It is hoped that this $11,556.61 can now be reclaimed and the account of Mr. Pollock 
closed.

Sir: 


I have the honor to state for your information that I have decided adversely to the Adams 
Express Company on their claim for $15,866.51 for the difference between the value of 
greenback currency paid said company for the service of transporting gold and silver bullion 
from and to the U.S. Mint at Philadelphia from December 1861 to July 1873, and the governing 
rates of coin during the same period. 


This decision opens the way for reclaiming from said Express company the amount of 
$11,556.61 disallowed on the bills of said company for transporting subsidiary silver coin and 
standard silver dollars from the Mint at Philadelphia to sundry points in the United States, from 
October Ist 1877 to June 30th, 1878, an account of the existence in said bills, errors of rates and 
distances charged; which sum remains as an unsettled balance in the hands of James Pollock late 
Superintendent of the Mint at Philadelphia, as per adjustment of his Bullion account ending 
March 3rd, 1879 — see Report #215210.
